Not for many days has death reap- 


ed so rich a harvest in Coshocton as 
•on Sunday and Monday. 
No less 


than five have passed to the life be- 
yond the Stygiar stream, and the re- 
port of the death of a daughter of a 
former Coshocton 
family, in their 


home in Kansas, makes the 
total 


number six. 


One- of these is due to diphtheria, 


the dread maladj which has silently 
intruded into this community. Three 
are of old and well known cit'zens 
Others are of those just at the verge 
of a life of usefulness.

John and Mary Mulligan, who were 
of Irish descent. 


John Mulligan was reared in 
the 


Catholic faith and has ever been 
a 


faithful adherent of its tenets. He 
came to Newark when he was eigh- 
teen years old and it was there -he 
learned the cooper trade. 
He was 


united in marriage to Miss Margaret 
^Miller, at Newark, June 6, 1848 and 
they came to Coshocton in the yea 
1853. 
Mr. Mulligan has followed he 


trade in this city ever since unti 
about five years ago when 
he re 


tired._His wife died thirteen years 
ago the 
twenty-seventh 
of -this 


month.

county, to which union a large family 
was born. Four of the children are 
still living, three sons 
and

daughter. 


In the year 1850 Mr. Hesket moved 


his family to Plainfield and ten years 
ater he came to Coshocton to make 
lis home. He was elected sheriff of 
loshooton county and served 
from 


1S61 to 18P5, maTdng'an 
excellent 


iffic'al. After this he engaged 
ex- 


ensviely in the live stock business 
n Ohio and Indiana. In 1874 he 
established the live stock firm of 
bhn Hesket & Co., 
at Pittsburg

Is the peach OFOP killed? 
It is not. 
That iu the opinion of James 
R. 


Johnson, the well known grower of 
this city and a man much interested 
in affairs horticultural. 


The exceedingly hard snow storm 


on Palm Sunday 
and the 
subse- 


quent coid night and frosty morning 
have aroused fears in many breasts 
lest the fruit cu>p be killed. 
The 


temperature dropped to eight or ten 
•legrees below freezing. 


"I do not think the peach crop has 


been harmed in the least" said 
Mr. 


Johnson when interviewed 
on the 


topic by an Age man Monday morn- 
ing. "It is too early for great harm 
to have been done. The buds are not 
yet open but are wound up as tight 
as can be and the ffost would have 
great difficulty finding an opening. 
I feel sine that peaches and apples 
are all r.ght and reasonably 
sure 


about the plums and cherries. True 
the latte- in some instances are out 
in half-bloom, but they are 
fairly 


hardy and I do not look for bad re- 
sults. 


"It is in May, when the 
young 


peach has shed its jacket, that' frost 
does the greatest damage. I am hope 
ful for a good crop this year. 
The 


winter has been a good one, there 
has been ,no sleet and ice this spring 
and the snow and cold weather just 
now is still too early to spoil things. 
We can tell definitely 
however, in 
three or four days." 


Mr. Johnson furnished The 
Age 


with a report of the peach crop of 
the last twelve years, with the ex- 
ception of 1899, as follows:

Louisville, Ky., April 17.—Thous- 


ands of farmers and truck gardeners 
south of the Ohio river are on the 
anxious seat as a result of the cold 
snap, which is general through Ken- 
tucky, Tennessee, Georgia, North Car- 
olina and South Carolina. As the 
thermometer indicates freezing tem- 
perature at many points in these 
states only cloudy weather can pre- 
vent heavy damage to early fruits and 
vegetables. The greatest apprehen- 
sion is felt in South Carolina, where 
the crops are well advanced, and frost 
warnings have been issued. A killing 
frost would mean the loss of hundreds 
of thousands of dollars to farmers and 
gerdeners.

"We still hope with persuasion "to 
bring the railroad men to reason, but 
if these means are Insufficient I de- 
clare the government knows ita duty 
and how to accomplish it with the ap- 
probation of the cabinet, trusting to 
have the approval of public opinion, 
which wishes to prevent arrogance by 
the railroad men. I can state that 
public order will be maintained every- 
where, and also that the public will be 
served within the limits of possibility. 
The government feels that it has tho 
moral and material strength to accom- 
plish what it considers to be its right 
and duty." 


The chief measures upon which the 


government relies consist in having 
the stations occupied by military and 
trains conducted by soldiers, the navy 
supplying engine drivers and stokers.

They vol- 
unteered to remain on the island, and 
at'first their easy life bad some attrac- 
tion. Soon.-however, they began to tire 
of their existence, for as the months 
slipped by there was nothing to vary 
the monotony. 


They subsisted on Avlld ducks, of 


which there were plenty on the island, 
varying the diet with crabs, fish from' 
the soa mul canned «oods that were 
left them when they were landed on 
the island. 


"It was nil right at first, but we soon 


got tired of the life," .said one of'the 
rescued men. "We built a wharf in the
